Pacing  Distribution  Facts, 

At  the  February  meeting  of  the  Council  of  the  Motor 
A'gents’  Association  it  was  agreed  that  “too  large  a 
number”  of  distributors  were  not  playing  fair  by  their 
dealers.  So  it  has  taken  Bix  years  for  open  admission  of  a 
truth  which  “The  Q.  and  M«A.”  first  pointed  out  not  long  Eifter 
the  war,  when  it  became  clear  which  way  the  distributor  wind 
was  blowing  in  certain  quarters. 


We  do  not  know  how  many  is  envisaged  by  “too  large  a 
number.”  One  unfair  distributor  is  one  too  many.  But  the 
words  will  suggest  to  the  average  person,  we  think,  a  very 
large  number.  If  so,  that  is  unfortunate,  because  we  still  have 
enough  faith  left  to  consider,  as  has  so  often  been  remarked 
here,  that  the  grabbing  type  of  distributor  is  in  the  minority. 


And  encouraging  though  it  is  to  hear  the  candid  admission, 
it  is  a  great  pity  that  it  was  not  made  spontaneously  even  two 
months  ago,  instead  of  being  prompted,  as  will  be  generally 
believed,  by  recent  public  criticism.  An  even  greater  pity  that 
it  was  not  made — and  acted  upon— some  years  ago.  Criticism 
might  then  have  been  considerably  less  than  it  is  to-day,  and 
Miss  Elaine  Burton  might  not  have  gathered  the  straw  with 
which  to  make  the  brick  which  she  Intends  to  throw  on 
March  3rd. 


However,  the  essential  thing  is  that  acknowledgment  of 
unfairness  having  at  last  been  made,  action  should  follow 
Immediately.  Manufacturers  and  distributors  must  get  to¬ 
gether  and  devise  ways  of  making  the  “grabbers”  toe  the  line. 
And  one  of  the  first  “sores”  demanding  first-aid  treatment  is, 
obviously,  the  1946  orders  position. 


No  one  knows  how  many  firm  1946  orders  are  still 
outstanding,  but  if  they  could  be  sifted  and  a  proportion 
of  the  home-market  allocation  earmarked  to  meet  them, 
much  public  criticism  would  be  silenced,  the  risk  of 
Government  Interference  would  be  reduced 
and.  Just  as  important.  Justice  would  begin 
to  be  done  to  some,  at  least,  of  the  “starved” 
dealers.

Ferguson  first 

SOMETHING  entirely  new  In  full-track 
crawler  units  for  tractors  has  been 
evolved  by  George  Bryden  Engineering, 
Ltd.,  York  Road,  Seacroft,  Leeds.  It  Is  a 
conversion  set  constructed  for  rapl(l  fitting 
and  removal  and  requires  no  modifications 
whatever  In  the  standard  tractor. 

Tests  completed,  the  firm  are  ready  to 
go  Into  production  with  a  conversion  for 
the  Ferguson,  and  development  has  also 
started  on  one  for  the  Nuffield.  They  call 
the  crawler  the  Tracpak. 

Taking  the  conversion  from  the  Ferguson 
angle,  all  that  is  required  Is  the  removal 
of  the  normal  wheels,  the  crawler  taking 
their  place. 

The  drive  Is  taken  from  a  sprocket 
mounted  on  the  rear  Ferguson  disc  hub. 
The  front  idlers  are  supported  by  stabiliser 
beams  running  from  an  extension  on  the 
front  axle,  at  which  point  they  are  fitted 
with  an  oscillator  bracket  carrying  a  re¬ 
silient  bush  and  a  track  aligner. 


Perfect  control  and  manoeuvrability  Is 
achieved,  and  the  overall  dimensions  of  the 
Ferguson  remain  as  before. 

Track  area  on  the  ground  Is  960  sq.  in., 
the  effective  ground  pressure  being  51b. 
sq.  in.  Speeds  are  1.71,  2.34,  3.22  and  6.72 
m.p.h.  forward,  and  2  m.p.h.  reverse. 

Seen  at  work,  the  Tracpak  showed  Its 
capacity  for  dealing  with  rough  or  slippery 
conditions,  and  for  holding  steady  on  the 
steepest  of  Inclines,  there  being  no  side¬ 
slip  at  all. 


Economy  angle 

Manairing  Director  George  Bryden,  who  is 
well  known  In  the  engineering  world,  says 
It  is  possible  to  go  Into  production  as  soon 
as  materials  are  made  available.  There,  of 
course,  is  the  snag.  But  he  Is  hoping  that 
on  the  groimds  of  economy  and  the  needs 
of  production  he  will  get  what  he  requires. 

Mr.  Bryden  argues  that  the  average 
farmer  has  not  the  work  for  a  permanent 
full-track  machine  during  a  greater  part  of 
the  year.  Consequently,  It  Is  wasteful  to 
have  one  either  Idle  or  doing  work  which 
could  be  done  better  and  cheaper  with  a 
wheeled  model.  Thus,  he  feels  there  Is  a 
national  demand  for  a  conversion  of  this 
sort. 

The  firm  are  also  engaged  In  developing 
clip-on  road  plates  for  the  Tracpak  and  for 
other  crawler  tracks,  plates  that  will  take 
only  minutes  to  fit  or  remove. 


Steering  feature 

Perhaps  the  most  remarkable  feature  Is 
the  steering.  This  Is  by  normal  use  of  the 
steering  wheel,  the  standard  Ferguson 
steering  arm  being  swvmg  to  the  back  to 
operate  on  the  brakes.  Thus,  the  steering 
Is  entirely  by  means  of  brake  and  dlfferen- 
tiaL  something  that  can  hardly  be  excelled 
In  simplicity. 
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Joint  committee  reform  needed 

SO  far  as  the  Motor  Agents’  Asso¬ 
ciation  was  concerned,  last  week 
was  an  annual  Welsh  occasion,  the 
West  Wales  Division  holding  their 
annual  dinner  at  Swansea  on  Thurs¬ 
day,  and  the  East  Wales  Division 
holding  theirs,  i  together  with  a  golf 
meeting,  on  Friday.  And  with  them 
was  President  Arthur  B.  Hall,  making 
his  first  divisional  visit  since  Ill-health 
caught  up  with  him  a  few  weeks  ago. 

The  President  took  the  opportunity  of 
restating:  the  M.A.A.'s  policy  on  some  of  the 
more  pressing  Issues  of  the  moment,  and, 
beginning  at  Swansea,  he  showed  an 
awareness  of  the  need  for  a  better  state¬ 
ment  of  the  problems  of  the  trade,  and 
the  motor  Industry-  as- a  whole,  before  the 
public  and  Parliament. 

His  plea  was  for  "one  voice"  for  them  all, 
and  he  expressed  the  opinion  that  any 
weaknesses  in  the  M.A.A.  arose  from  weak¬ 
nesses  in  the  organisation  of  the  motor 
industry  as  a  whole.  “On  many  matters  it 
would  be  easier  to  pursue  a  determined 
policy  if  the  motor  Industry  could  speak 
with  one  voice,  and.  if  circumstances  re- 
Qiiire  It,  speak  quickly,”  he  added. 

Mr.  Hall  went  on  to  say  that  he  had 
long  felt  that  a  difference  In  the  set-up 
of  the  Joint  Committee  of  Vehicle  Manu¬ 
facturers  and  Repairers  would  be  highly 
desirable  so  that  decisions  could  be  arrived 
at  more  speedily  and  acted  upon  at  once. 
This  was  well  worth  working  towards,  and 
would  be  a  “very  great  asset  in  furthering 
the  Interests  of  us  all." 


Call  for  better  public  statement 
dinners  of  two 


have  been  to  enforce  It?  And  would  those 
who  have  supported  100  per  cent,  represen¬ 
tation  have  acted  any  differently? 

The  association’s  opinion  was  made  known 
to  the  petrol  companies  before  they  em¬ 
barked  on  these  schemes,  and  the  associa¬ 
tion  could  not  oppose  the  schemes  in  so 
far  as  they  were  designed  to  improve  the 
standard  of  service;  but  they  would  not 
tolerate  any  attempts  to  coerce  dealers  into 
selling  any  one  particular  brand  of  petrol 
or  other  motor  supplies  against  their  will. 


Miss  Burton’s  campaign 

The  President  came  next  to  some  plain 
speaking  on  the  new-car-distrlbutlon  cam- 
•paign  by  Miss  Elaine  Burton.  M.P.,  and 
suggestions  that  the  M.A.A.  should  have 
been  represented  officially  at  the  meeting 
called  by  Miss  Burton  in  Coventry. 

“This  was  virtually  a  propaganda  meet¬ 
ing.  to  which  carefully-selected  members  of 
the  public  who  had  complaints  against  the 
motor  Industry  were  invited,  so  there  was 
little  likelihood  that  the  question  of  vehicle 
distribution  would  be  discussed  In  a  calm 
and  unbiased  atmosphere,”  he  declared. 

In  common  with  the  rest  of  the  Industry, 
the  association  were  perfectly  prepared  to 
discuss  this  question  in  the  proper  quarter, 
such  as  with  the  Ministry  of  Supply — as 
had  been  done.  Why,  then,  should  It  be 
thought  desirable  to  add  unnecessary  pub¬ 
licity  to  complaints  that  had  been  made 
by  “officially  attending  totally  unofficial 
meetings  over  the  country”? 

It  was  perfectly  natural  for  local  dealers 
to  attend  a  meeting  of  interest  to  their 
trade  locally.  But  It  was  obvious  that  such 
a  meeting  as  that  at  Coventry  was  neither 
the  time  nor  place  for  any  official  protest 
by  the  association  on  a  national  level. 

It  seemed  clear  to  the  M.A.A.,  as  it  should 
to  all  in  the  motor  trade — and  to  the  public 
as  well — that  the  criticisms  in  the  motion 
coming  before  Parliament  did  not  apply  to 
the  trade  as  a  whole.  Like  everyone  else, 
they  had  their  black  sheep,  but  as  a  whole 
they  had  done  a  magnificent  Job  In  making 
dlAtrihution  as  fair  as  possible. 


100  per  cent,  representation 

The  President  had  opened  with  a  flash¬ 
back  to  the  issue  of  100  per  cent,  petrol 
representation,  and  had  said  that  surely 
it  was  the  essence  of  a  democratic  institu¬ 
tion  that  freedom  of  choleb  should  remain 
with  the  individual  rather  than  that  there 
should  be  a  ruling  given  from  the  top. 

There  was  no  single  answer  as  to  whether 
or  not  it  was  right  or  wise  for  the  indi¬ 
vidual  to  support  these  schemes.  If  there 
were,  dealers  would  find  no  difficulty  in 
making  their  own  decisions.  Even  If  the 
M.A.A.  had  given  a  firm  ruling  one  way 
or  the  other,  what  authority  would  there 
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Mr.  Hall  went  on  to  refer  to  me  present- 
day  cost  of  motoring  as  the  most  funda¬ 
mental  problem  now  facing  the  trade.  The 
heavy  Initial  cost  of  new  cars,  together  with 
purchase-tax  and  heavy  taxation  and  main¬ 
tenance  costs,  was  making  motoring  a  very 
expensive  occupation.  And  it  seemed  im- 
llkely  that  with  the  present  economic  diffi¬ 
culties  there  would  be  any  reduction  in 
taxation  in  the  near  future.  The  only 
hope  was  that  the  Chancellor  would  not 
increase  any  of  the  taxes  on  road  transport. 

The  only  thing  that  could  be  done  was 
for  the  trade  to  make  a  determined  effort 
to  keep  costs  of  maintenance  and  repairs  to 
a  minimum,  provided  there  was  no  reduc¬ 
tion  In  the  standard  of  service  given. 
Labour  was  high  In  the  list  of  costs,  and  it 
was  to  this  that  special  attention  must  be 
given,  to  see  that  the  methods  used  cut 
down  wastage. 

In  a  general  reference  to  the  new-car 
position,  Mr.  Hall  said  it  was  necessary  for 
the  public  to  realise  that  the  drop  in  the 
number  available  for  the  home  market 
would  create  a  worse  position,  and  that  it 
was  not  the  fault  of  the  dealer. 

Many  of  the  trade’s  difficulties  could  not 
bo  eliminated  until  there  was  a  more  plen¬ 


tiful  supply;  for  instance,  the  black  sheep 
could  not  be  eliminated  xmtil  sufficient 
supplies  made  conditions  less  favoiirable 
for  him. 

This  led  the  President  to  spotlight  the 
need  for  a  good  supply  of  parts.  The  task 
of  keeping  old  vehicles  on  the  road  in 
good  repair  would  become  more  difficult, 
a^d  it  would  become  well-nigh  Impossible 
imless  parts  were  readily  available. 

Whatever  happened,  they  must  be  made 
available,  and  Mr.  Hall  entreated  the  manu¬ 
facturers  to  make  every  effort  to  see  that 
they  were,  and  to  resist  any  efforts  that 
might  be  made  to  ask  for  the  supplies  of 
parts  to  the  home  market  to  be  restricted. 

"Influx  of  oriminals" 

At  Swansea  Mr.  Hall  was  replying  to  a 
toast  to  the  M.A.A.  proposed  by  the  Mayor, 
Aid.  Dan  Jones,  after  which  Council  Dele¬ 
gate  F.  Lowndes  proposed  “The  Visitors,”  to 
which  the  response  was  by  Col.  K.  C.  John- 
soa-Davles,  Secretary  of  the  British  Motor 
Trade  Association. 

In  a  pithy  speech.  Col.  Johnson-Davies 
said  the  B.M.T.A.’s  Job  to-day  was  to  deal 
with  the  Influx  of  criminals  who  were 
attracted  to  the  trade  because  they  found  It 
caster  than  climbing  ladders  and  pinching 
Jewellery. 

Not  a  day  passed  without  the  B.M.T.A. 
being  in  touch  with  Scotland  Yard  or  one 
or  other  cf  the  constabularies  because  of

On  the  basis  of  the  new  quota  of  60,000 
cars  for  the  home  market,  five  out  of  every 
100  people  with  cars  on  order  would  get 
delivery;  the  other  05  would  be  disgruntled. 
It  was  a  matter  of  simple  arithmetic,  and 
the  public  did  not  understand. 

It  was  up  to  the  dealer  really  to  a.scertaiii 
the  need  of  the  five  out  of  every  100.  Each 
new  car  sold  was  worth  at  least  £200  more 
than  they  were  charging  for  it  if  it  were 
sold  in  a  free  market,  and  they  must  make 
certain  that  the  people  to  whom  they  were 
conferring  this  benefit  were  really  worthy 
of  it.  They  must  remember  that  the  cars 
coming  on  to  the  black  market  came  origin¬ 
ally  through  dealers. 

Col.  Johnson-Davies  warned  that  Miss  Bur¬ 
ton  might  well  get  enough  support  for  her 
motion  in  Parliament.  The  number  of  cars 


concerned  was  negligible,  but  it  was  enough 
in  a  debate  in  the  House  of  Commons  to 
besmirch  the  Industry. 

'file  number  of  covenant  breaches  was 
only  2i  per  cent.;  therefore  it  could  not  be 
said  that  the  scheme  was  a  rotten  one  when 
it  was  97 1  per  cent,  successful.  But  he 
asked  dealers  to  check  and  follow  up  all 
their  1951  deliveries,  and  make  certain  that 
the  cars  were  in  the  hands  of  the  people 
to  whom  they  were  sold.  If  not,  they 
should  let  him  know. 

Toast  to  the  Chairman,  I).  M.  Jenkins,  was 
proposed  by  Vice-Chairman  O,  Wales,  who 
spoke  of  Mr.  Jenkins’  work  and  leadership, 
a  result  of  which  had  been  his  re-election 
for  another  year. 

The  Chairman  replied  and  paid  his  own 
tribute  to  the  efficiency  of  Divisional  Sec¬ 
retary  H.  D.  Crayford,  to  whom  he  presented 
a  pen  as  a  mark  of  his  appreciation.

ONE  of  the  subjects  which 
periodically  caused  a  great  deal 
of  discussion  in  trade  circles 
between  the  two  wars  was  the  question 
of  the  “dabbler.”

Own  building  staff 

The  aim  of  the  Arm,  in  the  words  of 
Director  R.  E.  Fuller,  is  “to  supply  any 
motoring  need  for  which  there  is  a 
reasonable  demand.”

Yauxhall  In  force 

IT  was  most  appropriate  that  the  first 
dinner  meeting  of  the  1962  season  of  the 
Institute  of  the  Motor  Industry  should 
have  taken  place  at  an  hotel  in  Vauxhall 
Bridge  Road,  for  among  the  80  members 
and  guests  were  many  present  and  past 
Vauxhall  Motors  executives,  in  addition  to* 
numerous  Vauxhall  distributors,  dealers 
and  their  staffs. 

Reason  for  this  infiux  from  Luton,  which 
Included  Director  C.  H.  Fisher,  of  parts, 
sales  and  service.  Sales  Director  O.  C.  Welby 
and  his  predecessor  in  that  office.  A.  F. 
Palmer  Phillips,  was  that  the  guest  speaker 
for  the  evening  was  W.  A.  (“Pop”)  Northam, 
who  for  many  years  was  Sales  Promotion 
Manager  at  Varixhall  Motors. 

Although  Mr.  Northsun’s  talk  bore  the 
official  title  of  “50  Years  of  Selling  Myself." 
his  address  consisted  of  practical  advice 
on  salesmanahlp  for  the  benefit  of  the 
younger  members  of  the  Institute,  and  was 
not  merely  reminiscent. 

Getting  to  know,  he  said,  should  be  a 
lark,  and  those  who  did  not  enjoy  finding 
out  had  to  learn  the  hard  way  through 
long  years  of  experience.  Young  men 
should  not  be  caught  out  by  a  lot  of  cod 
stuff  from  people  who  talked  platitudes. 
Such  phrases  as  Increased  Productivity, 
which  originally  came 
from  agriculture, 
where  it  was  con¬ 
cerned  with  muck 
spreading,  was  now 
used  as  a  term  for 
muck  slinging. 

Nobody  talked  about 
hard  work. 


It  reminded  him  of  a  Swiss  .saying:  “Why 
simplify,  when  it  is  so  easy  to  complicate.” 

Students  studying  in  their  own  spare 
time  should  pass  a  silent  vote  of  thanks 
to  the  many  who  don’t  do  so,  for  otherwise 
their  road  would  be  much  harder. 

Before  salesmen  could  sell  successfully  to 
other  people,  they  had  first  to  sell  them¬ 
selves  to  themselves.  Until  they  had 
worked  out  what  they  were  trying  to  do. 
and!  what  they  stood  for,  they  were  no 
good. 


No  jam  on  it 

Mr  Northam  wondered  whether  the 
young  fellows  present  had  faith  in  them¬ 
selves.  Could  they  stand  on  their  own  feet 
and  stand  up  to  adversity?  Coifid  they 
face  blank  day  after  blank  day  with  no 
sales  made?  He  addressed  a  word  here  to 
those  on  the  indo(»8  side  of  a  business. 
If  they  thought  that  salesmen  had  a  jammy 
job,  let  them  ask  for  a  salesman’s  job  and 
go  and  have  a  basinful  themselves. 

Yoxmg  men  must  accept  correction  with¬ 
out  resenting  it.  “Go  into  a  huddle  with 
yourself  and  find  out  what  it’s  all  about," 
advised  Mr.  Northam. 

He  defined  selling  as  merely  assisting  a 
buyer  to  become  an  owner.  Once  they 
began  to  consider  the  problem  of  finding 
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and  attractlns  buyers,  they  were  taking  the 
first  step  along  the  road  to  sales  manage¬ 
ment. 

The  asking  of  questions  was  vitally  Im¬ 
portant  in  selling,  as  it  was  in  the  marriage 
service  and  the  practice  of  law  and 
medicine.  Questions  should  be  carefully 
considered,  and  assertions  should  be  avoided. 
Salesmen  were  not  slick  merchants  bull¬ 
dozing  people  into  signing  on  the  dotted 
line. 

He  suggested  that  there  was  a  need  these 
days  for  more  deliberate  thought.  They 
should  go  into  conference  with  themselves 
and  question  themselves  on  their  own  pro¬ 
gress. 

Dealing  with  the  old  problem  of  whether 
salesmen  could  be  organised,  Mr.  Northern 
said  the  average  salesman  thought  of  him¬ 
self  as  a  man  apart  from  his  fellows,  thanks 
to  a  special  fiair  that  he  possessed.  But 
salesmen  looked  just  as  odd  as  most  other 
people,  and  if  they  were  set  down  in  a 
football  crowd  they  would  be  indistinguish¬ 
able  from  those  around  them.

Letters 
should  never  be  pompous.  They  should  bo 
written  as  man  to  man.  “Say  on  paper 
what  you’d  say  across  the  desk  to  him.” 

'The  speaker  was  Introduced  by  I.M.I. 
President  Stanley  S.  Dawes,  who  said  that 
“Pop”  Northam  had  been  a  printer’s  devil, 
had  been  in  show  business,  and  was  con¬ 
nected  with  the  film  industry  before  Palmer 
Phillips  persuaded  him  to  Join  General 
Motors  on  the  sales  promotion  side  in  1928. 

Proposing  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  speaker, 
A.  F.  Palmer  Phillips  revealed  that  when 
"Pop”  Northam  first  came  into  the  motor 
Industry  he  knew  nothing  about  cars.  He 
had  to  begin  by  taking  a  fortnight’s  leave 
In  order  to  go  to  Hastings  and  learn  to 
drive. 


Face-to-face  time 

He  would  prefer  to  answer  the  question 
by  a.sklng  whether  salesmen  could  organise 
themselves.  For  Instance,  sales  were  made 
during  face-to-face  time.  How  much  face- 
to-face  time  did  they  spend  each  day?  He 
would  be  surprised  if  it  amounted  to  more 
than  two  hours  a  day.  If  by  organising 
themselves,  they  could  increase  their  face- 
to-face  time,  they  could  Increase  their  sales 
and  therefore  their  commission.

I  During  a  general  council  debate  on  the 
situation,  it  was  agreed  that  too  large  a 
number  of  distributors  were  not  playing  fair 
by  their  dealers. 

t  Petrol. — In  reply  to  an  application  from 

I  the  association  for  an  Increase  in  the  gross 
I  margin  on  petrol,  the  Minister  of  Fuel  and 
Power  has  referred  to  the  100  per  cent. 
j  representation  policy,  and  has  asked  how 
V  much  this  policy  has  helped  towards  re¬ 
ducing  operating  costs,  or  whether  it  has 
had  the  effect  of  increasing  the  rate  of 
profit  per  gallon. 

The  as.soclation  are  now  compiling  evi¬ 
dence  to  show  that  the  100  per  cent,  scheme 
has  had  none  of  these  effects. 

Budget. — In  preiKuratlon  for  the  forth¬ 
coming  Budget,  the  M.A.A.  are  making 


representations  to  the  Chancellor  of  the 
Exchequer  for;  (1)  The  abolition  of  pur¬ 
chase  tax  on  commercial  vehicle  chassis; 
(2)  no  increase  in  fuel  tax;  and  (3)  a  flat 
rate  tax  for  all  cars,  in  connection  witl^ 
which  they  are  pointing  out  that  any  in¬ 
crease  in  the  flat  rate  of  £10  would  adversely 
affect  our  .small-car  situation. 

Hire  Purchase. — ^Following  the  new  hire- 
purchase  regulations,  the  association  have 
presented  a  case  to  the  Board  of  Trade  to 
the  effect  that  motor  cycles  are  in  a  price 
class  comparable  with  that  of  cars,  and 
that  the  new  restrictions  on  motor  cycles 
are  therefore  inequitable. 

Holidays  with  Pay.  —  The  deadlock  with 
the  trade  unions  over  the  basis  of  calcu¬ 
lation  for  holidays  with  pay,  is  still  not 
resolved.  They  wish  to  take  the  dispute  to 
the  Industrial  Disputes  Tribunal.  The 
M.A.A.  will  go  if  forced  to,  but  consider 
that  the  matter  could  be  settled  by  any 
competent  arbitrator. 

Training  Scheme.  —  A  meeting  of  the 

M. A.A.  chairmen  or  vice-chairmen  of  the 

N. J.I.C.  area  committees  has  been  fixed  for 
May  1st  to  have  an  exchange  of  views  on 
the  mechanics’  training  scheme. 

.Vgents  for  the  Opel. — There  was  a  reso¬ 
lution  from  the  Hants  and  South  Wilts 
Division  concerning  the  ctctlon  of  General 
Motors  in  tqipointing  deal^s  in  Hampshire 
for  Opel  cars.  The  division  thought  it 
ridiculous  to  recognise  tqipointments  which 
raised  repairers  to  dealers  in  such  cases, 
because  they  had  no  cars  to  sell.  The 
council,  however,  thought  that  if  these  pro¬ 
moted  repairers  had  the  necessary  quali¬ 
fications  they  could  not  object  to  their  ele¬ 
vation,  because  there  were  many  dealers  in 
British  cars  who  were  in  a  similar  situation !

Thermal  rating  engine 

IN  an  up-to-date  new  test  house  recently 
completed  by  K.L.G.  Sparking  Plugs. 
Ltd.,  at  Putney  Vale.  London,  S.W.15, 
sparking  plugs  are  given  endurance  tests 
over  the  equivalent  of  thousands  of  miles 
to  ascertain  ageing  characteristics  and 
mechanical  performance.  The  all-important 
thermal  rating  or  heat  number  evaluation 
Is  also  carried  out. 

The  K.L.G.  rating  engine  (illustrated 
above)  is  of  a  type  designed  for  plug  rating. 
This  engine — the  Heron  17.6 — Is  of  288  c.c. 
capacity  only,  with  hemispherical  head  and 
Inclined  valves,  as  Is  usual  with  high  effici¬ 
ency  units,  but  is  supercharged  and  can  be 
boosted  to  any  required  pressure  up  to  50 
p.s.l.  The  crankcase  as.sembly  Ls  very  mas¬ 
sive  to  withstand  the  high  loads  imposed 
by  pre-lgnltlon  conditions.  R.P.M.  are  kept 
quite  low  at  about  2,700  to  give  mechanical 
reliability. 

For  plug  rating  the  engine  is  warmed  up 
and  run  at  standard  conditions  of  r.p.m., 
oil  and  coolant  temperatures,  and  so  on. 
The  boost  pressure  Is  then  Increased  In 
gradual  stages,  with  the  mixture  set  at  each 
stage  for  maximum  temperature  conditions, 
thereby  raising  the  combustion  chamber 
temperature  until  failure  of  the  given  plug 
through  pre-ignition  is  obtained.  The  boost 
pressure  at  failure  (on  a  heat  number 
scale>  defines  the  particular  plug’s  rating. 
The  Heron  engine  is  also  invaluable  for

other  tests  such  as 
erosion  rate  of  high* 
rating  plugs,  tests  for 
mechanical  strengths 
of  insulator  electrodes 
where  very  high 
tho-mal  condttlmis 
are  required. 

The  next  most  im¬ 
portant  feature  of  a 
plug,  after  its  suit¬ 
ability  for  a  given 
engine  has  been 
established  by  its  thermal  rating,  is  un¬ 
doubtedly  its  useful  life.  At  K.L.G.,  the 
equivalent  of  many  thousands  of  miles  of 
running  under  road  conditions  is  piled  up 
on  touring  plugs  to  determine  the  best 
materials,  and  optimum  shapes  and  sizes. 

The  engine  unit  specifically  developed  for 
this  work  is  derived  from  a  normal  four- 
cylinder  side-valve  unit  which  is  well  re¬ 
presentative  of  average  touring  cars.  The 
source  of  ignition  can  be  anything  from  a 
standard  coil  to  a  high  energy  magneto, 
according  to  the  particular  tests  required. 
The  magneto,  for  example,  is  capable  of 
causing  six  to  nine  times  the  erosion  given 
by  a  standard  coil  in  a  given  time,  so  that 
an  accelerated  effect  can  be  obtained  for 
quick  checks. 


Provides  measurable  erosion 

The  engine  is  run  to  a  schedule  lasting 
some  31  hours  and  simulating  the  amoxmt 
of  tunning  at  various  engine  conditions 
which  would  be  experienced  on  a  cross¬ 
country  Journey  of  about  136  miles.  This 
.schedule  is  repeated  eight  times  giving 
.some  1,100  miles  of  numing  as  the  basic 
erosion  distance,  and  is  found  to  provide 
sufficient  erosion  to  be  measured  readily.

Portable  Hydraulic  Lifter 

A  NOVEL  hydraulic  lifter  of  continental 
origin  is  the  C!ondor,  for  it  is  fully 
portable  and  is  wheeled  into  jxMltion 
beneath  the  vehicle  to  be  raised.  The 
lifter  consists  of  a  rigid  main  frame,  12ft. 
liln.  long,  mounted  on  two  steel  wheels  at 
the  rear  and  fitted  with  a  oastering  front 
wheel  controlled  by  a  towing  handle. 

Once  in  xxieition  under  a  vehicle ,  the 
quickly-detachable  handle  and  front  wheel 
assembly  are  removed,  thus  allowing  the 
front  of  the  main  frame  to  rest  on  the 
ground  and  act  as  a  brake. 

A  hydraulic  ptunp  driven  by  an  electric 
motor  and  mounted  at  the  front  of  the 
lifter  is  then  switched  on,  and  hydraulic 
fluid  from  the  front-mounted  tank  is  sup- 
plied  to  four  hydraulic  Jacks  coupled  to  a  10ft.  91n.  auxiliary  frame  by  pivoted  cross-braced 
sub-frames.

The  Telaflo  has  a  casing  of  extruded  ribbed  alumlnivun  alloy  tube  in  ^  ^ 

which  operate  a  piston  and  rod  made  in  one  piece  from  a  high  tensile  coca 

steel  forging.  Each  face  of  the  piston  has  a  spring  flap  valve  held  in 
position  by  a  circlip.  These  valves  allow  the  passage  of  the  resistance 
medliun  in  either  direction 

One  of  the  spring  flap  valves  is  of  large  diameter  and  covers  holes 
drilled  in  the  outer  diameter  of  the  piston  which  allow  flow  to  take  place  I  '  ' 

on  the  down  stroke.  A  further  series  of  holes  In  this  upper  flap  valve 
itself  allows  the  resistance  material  to  enter  am  annular  erroove  turned  iMPm 
in  the  piston  upper  face.  Bleed  holes  from  this  annular  groove  through

Top  of  the  casing  is  closed  by  a  screwed  cap  and  sealing  washer,  the 
cap  incorporating  an  unproved  type  of  oil  seal.  This  sealing  washer  is 
of  double  conical  shape,  supported  on  the  underside  by  a  metal  collar. 

Pressure  is  applied  to  the  sealing  washer  by  three  coll  springs  with  their 
tops  resting  in  holes  in  the  metal  collar  and  their  lower  ends  on  another 
metal  collar  which  seats  on  a  shoulder  turned  in  the  upper  part  of 
the  casing. 

Top  end  of  the  piston  rod  Ls  attached  to  the  conventional  eyed  or 
pin  flttlng.  Resistance  medium  used  is  a  solution  of  synthetic  imcured 
tubber  in  mineral  oil,  and  the  damper  is  completely  filled  with  the  piston  at  the  top  of.

Lower  end  of  the  damper  casing  is  closed  by  a  cap  which  has  the  normal  eye  or  pin 
fitting  on  its  exterior.  Its  upper  face  is  half  spherical  in  form  and  contains  and  supports 
a  rubber  ball  filled  with  air  at  a  predetermined  pressure. 

On  the  down  stroke  the  volume  of  resistance  material  displaced  by  the  piston  rod 
entering  the  casing  forces  an  equivalent  volume  of  the  medium  throxigh  a  bleed  hole  in 
a  bush  at  the  lower  end  of  the  ccsing  which  then  deforms  the  rubber  ball  by  compressing 
the  air  or  gas  it  contains.  This  provides  the  damper  with  recuperation  without  allowing 
any  free  air  to  come  into  contact  with  the  resistance  medium.  Since  recuperation  la 
independent  of  gravity,  the  damper  will  operate  in  any  position.

The  Road  (?)  Fund 

Sir, — Judging  by  what  Mr.  O.  Lewis  some 
time  ago  had  to  say  about  the  price  of  pre- 
1914-1918  spai'klng  plugs,  I  should  Imagine 
he  has  been  a  motor  vehicle  owner  as  long 
as  I  have. 

He  has  wasted  his  time  and  a  2ld.  stamp 
on  a  letter  to  the  Chancellor  of  the  Ex¬ 
chequer  who  does  not  represent  Luton,  but 
the  Saffron  Walden  Division  of  Essex,  to 
point  out  that  his  10  h.p.  car  Is  taxed  at 


£12  10s.,  whereas  a  post-war  car  of  any  bally¬ 
hoo  alleged  brake  horsepower  is  taxed  at 
£10. 

To  bring  all  old  cars  under  this  rating 
Mr.  Lewis  and  hundreds  of  thousands  of 
small-car  owners  would  only  be  saving  from 
one  to  two  shillings  a  week.  But,  doing  the 
same  mileage  they  would  be  paying  Just  as 
much  petrol  tax  at  Is.  lOid.  per  gallon. 

This  is  1952,  but  In  1932  I  interviewed  my 
M.P.,  the  late  Sir  George  Edwards,  on  the 
subject  of  having  as  a  commercial  traveller 
to  pay  £23  tax  on  a  Tin  Lizzie  (Ford  Model 
T  at  £150  to  the  unltlated).  Instead  of  £3  as 
a  p  ivate  carriage. 

Sir  George  Edwards  was  an  agricultural 
worker,  and  what  he  did  not  know  about 
the  countryside,  and  how  legislation  affec¬ 
ted  the  masses  of  the  people,  was  not  worth 
knowing. 

He  condemned  tooth  and  nail  the  Road 
Fund  Act,  which  was  supposed  to  have  hiade 
the  idle  rich  by  their  motor  cars  pay  for 
war  damage  to  the  roads.  But  among  these 
Idle  rich  were  people  like  myself,  the  village 
tradesman,  and  the  enterprising  little 
country  garage  proprietors,  who  bought  an 
ex-W.D.  lorry  or  two  and  went  in  for 
haulage,  paying  about  £50  tax  on  a  5- 
tonner. 

It  was  a  Coalition  Government  which  de¬ 
vised  the  Road  Fund  Act,  so  when  I  asked 
what  was  to  be  done  about  It  he  said,  “You 
put  them  In,  you  get  them  out.” 

Time  went  (Hi  and  In  spite  of  the  Road 
Fund  Tax  and  the  petrol  tax  motor  road

transport  Increased  by  leaps  and  bounds, 
and  then  when  the  “idle  rich"  had  paid  for 
the  road  damage  where  it  was  done  (while 
road  rates  remained  unaltered  whether  dam¬ 
age  was  done  or  not)  a  Chancellor  of  the 
Exchequer  appropriated  the  accumulated 
Road  Fund,  and  the  annual  Road  Fund  Tax 
to  revenue.  But  it  was  left  to  ratepayers 
like  Mr.  Lewis  to  pay  for  the  roads. 

After  all  Is  said  and  done,  the  motor 
owner  is  but  10  per  cent,  of  the  electorate, 
and  the  recreational  car  owner  (so  far  as  he 
contriDUtes  to  the  £360,000,000  taxation) 
very  small  beer.  Mr.  Lewis  should  know  that 
even  in  his  own  town  of  Luton,  as  I  found 
during  my  three  years’  residence  there 
during  the  war,  that  the  attitude  of  the  one 
party  is  that  the  10  per  cent,  of  the  elec¬ 
torate  who  are  motor  owners  should  be 
taxed  £350,000,000  for  revenue,  and  of  the 
other  that  "them  as  can  afford  to  buy  cars, 
can  afford  to  pay  the  taxes  on  them.” 

Are  not  the  owners  of  new  cars  to  be 


blamed  for  this,  as  most  of  them  have  paid 
twice  the  price  for  a  cheapened-to-produoe 
car,  and  purchase  tax  on  the  top  of  that? 

That  sort  of  thing  Is  not  lost  on  the  man 
in  the  street,  who  wants  a  little  car  like 
the  one  Mr.  Lewis  has.  And  It  certainly  is 
not  lost  on  the  men  on  the  farms,  who  know 
that  the  tractor  is  (as  regards  its  pure  motor 
engineering)  costing  no  more  than  It  did  In 
1944,  when  spares  were  no  more  than  10 
per  cent,  above  1939  prices. 

I  suggest  that  Mr.  Lewis,  instecKl  of  bother¬ 
ing  about  this  Is.  per  week,  should  think 
about  the  2s.  a  week  road  rates,  paid  by 
those  oovmcll-house  tenants  imder  the 
Bedford  County  Coimcil,  who  do  not  use 
the  roads  except  on  foot  or  bicycle.

It  may  even  be  said  that  by 
adoptlntr  this  practice  they  appear  to  be 
going  ahead  even  faster  than  Is  in  fact  the 
case. 

Quite  arguably,  the  continentals  tend  to 
overdo  this.  It  is  also  possible  that  we  are 
inclined  to  go  to  the  other  extreme.  Show 
policy  must  be  dictated,  naturally,  by  the 
circtunstances  of  the  time,  and  manufac¬ 
turers  should  be  ready  to  discard  conven¬ 
tions  if  that  appears  desirable. 


The  Show  goes  on 

PROBABLY  there  will  always  be 
some  among  us  who  question  the 
value  of  shows.^There  was  a  time 
when  that  view  was  fairly  commonly 
held  and  even  though  the  dissenting 
minority  has  greatly  dwindled,  it  is 
hardly  likely  ever  to  disappear  com¬ 
pletely.  On  almost  every  imaginable 
issue  there  are  invariably  those  who 
beg  to  differ  from  official  policy. 

It  is  perhaps  not  surprising  that  the 
S.M.M.T.  has  been  urged  to  postpone  this 
year’s  Conunercial  Motor  Show.  The  steel 
shortage  was  advanced  as  the  reason  for  this 
proposal,  which  received  due  consideration 
by  the  society.  They  decided,  however,  to 
proceed  with  the  exhibition  as  planned. 

In  the  writer’s  opinion,  it  is  hard  to  see 
how  any  other  conclusion  could  have  been 
reached.  British  commercial  vehicle  manu¬ 
facturers  are  faced  with  steadily  increasing 
competition  from  their  continental  rivals. 
In  that  situation,  surely,  the  very  last  thing 
we  should  think  of  doing  is  to  pull  the  blind 
down  in  the  shop  window.  ’The  cancellation 
of  the  1952  show  would  amoimt  precisely  to 
that. 


Rural  service  f^ilities 

Facilities  for  the  repair  and  maintenance 
of  farm  equipment  in  coimtry  districts  came 
tu>  for  discussion  at  the  annual  general 
meeting  of  the  N.F.U.,  held  not  long  since. 
The  need  for  improvement  was  virged,  and 
the  feeling  was  expressed  that  every  en- 
comagement  should  be  given  to  rural  engin¬ 
eers.  With  that  object,  it  was  decided  to 
recommend  that  the  Rural  Industries 
B\ireau  should  grant  loans  to  assist  such 
businesses  to  the  utmost  extent  possible. 

That  is  a  matter  concerning  which  one 
would  like  to  know  rather  mo.'e. 

Much  depends  on  how  the  R.I.B.  would 
define  a  “country  engineer’’  for  this  particu¬ 
lar  purpose.  If  the  term  applies  only  to  the 
village  blacksmith  and  his  modern  counter¬ 
part,  then  certain  things  follow.  Were  such 
a  man  attle  to  obtain  finance  from  the 
bureau  in  order  to  expand  his  trade,  there 
is  no  knowing  where  he  would  stop,  unle.ss 
very  strict  linUtations  are  imposed. 

He  could  go  into  tractor  rei>air  on  a  con¬ 
siderable  scale,  and  he  might  well  decide  to 
undertake  general  garage  work  as  weU. 
While  members  of  the  motor  industry 
believe  in  free  competition,  they  would 
scarcely  welcome  it  from  rivals  backed  by 
a  public  body. 


Advance  under  handicap 

In  fact,  the  steel  sitvmtion  constitutes  no 
valid  excuse  for  holding  up  the  show.  Cer¬ 
tainly  it  is  a  grave  handicap,  but  one  that 
the  industry  can  and  must  surmount. 

Here,  it  is  perhaps  well  to  recall  the  prim¬ 
ary  object  of  our  exhibitions.  It  is,  of  course, 
to  sell  the  Industry’s  products.  In  order  to 
do  that,  the  exhibits  displayed  must  reveal 
that  British  factories  are  well  in  the  lead  in 
design;  in  quality,  and  in  offering  value  for 
money.  To  be  fully  effective,  every  show 
should  mark  advances. 

’That  can  be  done  even  when  essential 
materials  are  in  short  supply.  If  it  is  im¬ 
possible  to  put  a  new  model  into  production 
for  the  time  being,  there  is  no  reason  why 
it  should  not  appear  at  Earls  Court.  Unfor¬ 
tunate  as  the  circumstance  may  be,  it  is 
most  desirable  that  it  should  be  shown,  as 
further  evidence  of  the  industry’s  progress 
in  improving  its  products. 

Continental  makers  never  hesitate  to  ex¬ 
hibit  prototypes,  which  is  among  the  rea¬ 


Prlmarilv  ^aragists 

On  the  other  hand,  many  country  engin¬ 
eers  are  primarily  garagists.  If  they  would 
be  regarded  as  acceptable  by  the  R.I.B.  in 
connection  with  this  scheme,  then  the  case 
bea~s  a  very  different  complexion. 

While  it  would  be  interesting  to  learn 
more,  it  seems  open  to  doubt  whether  the 
plea  of  the  N.F.U.  is  likely  to  produce  much 
result.  It  would  seem  contrary  to  the  Gov¬ 
ernment’s  policy  of  restricting  credit.

THE  DISPOSAL  OF  UNCOLLECTED  GOODS  BILL 


MOTOR  TRADE  SUPPORTS  SENSIBLE  NEW  MEASURE 


READ  SErOM>  TIME 

Motor  trade  support  Is  being  enthusi¬ 
astically  given  to  the  Disposal  of  Un¬ 
collected  Goods  Bill  which  Is  now 
before  the  House  of  Commons.  The  Motor 
Agents’  Association  Is  one  of  many  trade 
bodies  which  have  signified  their  approval 
of  the  measure. 

The  object  of  the  Bill  is  “to  authorise 
the  disposal  of  goods  left  with  shopkeepers 
for  repair  or  other  treatment,  but  not 
collected;  and  for  purposes  connected 
therewith.” 

The  Bill,  which  has  now  been  printed 
(price  3d.,  from  H.M.  Stationery  Office), 
was  due  for  its  second  reading  yesterday 
(Friday).  Its  terms  are.  briefly,  that  If  the 
owner  of  the  goods  has  not  taken  delivery 
of  them  and  paid  all  charges  due  for  “repair 
or  other  treatment”  of  the  goods  before 
the  expiration  of  the  prescribed  period,  the 
shopkeeper  may  sell  the  goods  unless  there 
is  a  contract  to  the  contrary. 


to  cover  the  amount  due  to  the  shopkeeper, 
the  deficiency  shall  be  paid  forthwith  by 
the  owner  to  the  shopkeeper.  Accounts 
shall  be  prepared,  and  kept  as  long  as  any 
amounts  are  outstanding. 

In  moving  the  first  reading  of  the  Bill, 
M1.SS  Elaine  Burton  (Coventry,  South),  said 
it  was  an  effort  to  remedy  a  position  which 
was  unfair  to  the  trader.  It  was  a  general 
Bill  covering  all  repairers,  and  supported 
by  many  trade  associations.  It  was  al.so 
siMinsored  by  both  sides  of  the  House. 

Legally,  Miss  Burton  pointed  out,  the 
position  seemed  to  be  that  where  goods 
were  left  by  a  customer  for  repair,  in  the 
absence  of  any  agreement  to  the  contrary, 
the  property  in  these  goods  did  not  become 
the  property  of  the  repairer. 

Any  attempt  to  dispose  of  the  goods  or 
to  convert  tliem  to  the  repairer’s  own  use 
would  seem  to  be  an  unlawful  act. 

(For  the  past  thirty  years  or  so  “The 
G.  and  M.A.”  has  been  pointing  out  the 
Injustice  of  the  present  law.  under  which 
a  motor  repairer,  for  instance,  has  no  legal 
redress  in  the  case  of  “abandoned”  cars. 
If  thLs  bill  becomes  law,  it  will  provide 
long-overdue  but  much  appreciated  relief 
to  the  whole  repairing  trade. — Ed.) 


YEAR’S  fJRAt'E  FOR  OWNER 

The  prescribed  period  Is  <me  year  from 
the  date  of  commencement  of  the  Act  if 
delivery  and  payment  were  not  effected  be¬ 
fore,  or  one  year  from  the  date  on  which 
delivery  and  payment  were  due  If  that  date 
iM«  urs  after  the  cnjinmeiuienient  of  tlie  Act. 

Before  selling,  the  shopkeeper  shall,  if 
possible,  advise  the  owner  that  the  goods 
are  ready  for  collection,  and  shall  send  by 
regi.stered  post  formal  notice  of  intention 
to  sell. 

From  the  proceeds  of  the  sale,  the  shop¬ 
keeper  shall  be  entitled  to  retain  an  amount 
to  cover  his  charges  for  repair  or  other 
treatment,  storage  and  expenses  for  insur¬ 
ance  (If  effected),  and  sale  of  the  goods. 
Any  surplus  shall  be  paid  to  the  owner 
on  demand. 

If  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  are  insufficient

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JANUARY  EXPORT  RECORD  I  PETROL  SUPPLY  FOR  PROBE? 


FlGl'RES  HIGHEST  EVER 

All  previous  export  records  were  beaten 
by  the  British  motor  Industry  In  January, 
when  37,026  cars  and  chassis,  valued  at 
£13,168,886,  'were  shipped  overseas.  The 
previous  highest  figures  were  set  up  last 
November,  when  37,837  cars  and  chassis, 
valued  at  £13,128,131,  were  exported. 

Although  the  number  of  commercial 
vehicles  shipped  overseas  In  January,  14,174, 
was  somewhat  less  than  the  equivalent 
figure  of  14.497  last  November,  the  value 
of  commercial  vehicle  exports  was  a  record, 
for  It  totalled  £8,209,712,  compared  with 
£7,642,464  In  November. 

Agricultural  tractor  exports  also  set  up 
a  new  record  In  January,  12,274,  worth 
£4,456,691,  being  sent  overseas,  compered 
with  11,263,  valued  at  £4,165,714  In  Nov¬ 
ember. 

These  record  figures  have  largely  been 
made  possible  by  the  chartering  by  the 
motOT  industry  of  nearly  50  tramp  vessels 
since  last  spring  to  supplement  the  space 
available  on  Shipping  Conference  vessels  to 
Australia  alone,  thus  providing  for  the  car¬ 
riage  of  an  extra  half  a  million  freight 
tons  of  vehicles  and  other  motor  products. 
This  allowed  nearly  70,000  extra  cars,  com¬ 
mercial  vehicles  and  tractors  to  be  exported 
to  Australia.

By  an  Order  in  Council  the  war  period 
for  the  purpose  of  the  Restriction  of  Ribbon 
Development  (Temporary  Development)  Act. 
1943,  ends  to-day,  March  1st. 

During  the  war  period  enforcement  action 
against  certain  buildings  or  works  which 
contravened  the  ribbon  development  re¬ 
strictions  was  postponed,  and  since  1947, 
when  the  Town  and  Country  Planning  Act 
was  passed,  such  development  has  been 
treated  as  if  it  were  the  subject  of  planning 
permission  granted  for  a  limited  period. 

The  effect  of  the  Order  in  Coimcil  is  that 
local  planning  authorities.  If  they  so  desire, 
can  now  require  the  removal  or  alteration 
of  temporary  development  of  this  kind.  They 
are  not  obliged  to  take  such  action,  how¬ 
ever,  and  In  suitable  cases  permission  may 
be  granted  to  retain  the  buildings  or  works 
for  a  further  period. 

The  Order,  entitled  the  Restriction  of 
Ribbon  Development  (Temporary  Develop¬ 
ment)  (End  of  War  Period)  Order.  1952 
(Statutory  Instrument  1952,  No.  167),  can 
be  obtained  from  H.M.  Stationery  Office.

MONEY  LOANS  AND  HIRE-P. 

WHERE  THEY  DIFFFJl  IN  LAW 
The  distinction  between  money  lent  on 
a  car  as  security  and  a  hlre-purhase  agree¬ 
ment  on  the  vehicle  was  a  subject  dealt 
with  at  this  week’s  meeting  of  the  West 
London  Motor  Traders’  As.soclatlon. 

It  was  pointed  out  by  a  member  that,  if 
a  customer  came  to  a  dealer  saying  he 
wanted  a  car  and  asked  for  a  hire-purchase 
agreement  to  be  arranged,  that  was  quite 
In  order. 

On  the  othe'  hand,  should  the  customer 
want  a  money  loan  on  the  security  of  his 
car,  the  transaction  was  of  quite  a  different 
character  and  had  to  be  covered  by  a  Bill 
of  Sale.  Any  hire-purchase  agreement  en¬ 
tered  into  under  such  circumstances  was 
not  worth  the  paper  it  was  written  on  and 
was  null  and  void  under  the  Bills  of  Sale 
Act. 

There  had  been  cases  where,  to  keep  the 
goodwill  of  a  customer,  money  lent  on  a 
car  had  been  wrapped  up  tmder  a  hire-pur¬ 
chase  agreement.  This  was  a  great  danger 
to  dealers  as  some  had  found  to  their  cost, 
for  the  transac^on  had  proved  not  good 
when  taken  ^o  court. 

He  warned  dealers  to  avoid  the  tempta¬ 
tion  of  wrapping  up  money  lending  to  look 
like  hire  purchase.  It  gave  the  hire-pur¬ 
chase  company  a  bad  title  to  the  car  and 
a  good  case  against  the  dealer. 

His  advice  to  any  dealer  In  doubt  about 
such  a  transaction  was  to  go  to  the  hlre- 
purcha.se  company  and  lay  all  the  facts 
before  them.  They  would  be  only  too  will¬ 
ing  to  adv  Ise  him  about  the  merits  or  other¬ 
wise  of  the  case. 

It  was  annoimced  that  at  the  next  busi¬ 
ness  meeting  of  the  association  on  March

Our  burden 

Balanced  economy  is  the  burden 
of  not  only  the  Government  but 
the  nation  itself.  The  home 
motor  industry  is  unlikely  to  And  life 
very  comfortable,  in  many  ways,  Just 
at  present. 

Nobody  likes  the  word  economy  but 
there  is  nothing  degrading  about  it,  as 
those  who  lived  through  the  ups  and 
downs  following  world  war  1  know. 
Nobody  except  the  miser  or  crank 
enjoys  being  economical.  That  seems 
very  clear  from  the  continual  sniping 
and  backbiting  going  on.  Every  section 
of  the  community,  aided  by  its  spokes- 


.  .  the  roof  of  which  was  porous. 


men  and  axe-grinders,  is  fighting  a 
rearguard  action. 

So  I  pick  on  the  word  “balanced” 
and  then  go  for  a  ramble.  Yesterday, 
I  was  talking  to  a  security  patrolman. 
He  was  in  a  wooden  hut  with  a  very 
sketchy  set  up,  including  brown  paper 
behind  his  back.  This,  however,  is 
sheer  luxury,  because  he  w£is,  not  very 
long  ago,  in  a  corrugated-iron  hut, 
the  roof  of  which  was  porous.  Economy, 
of  course. 

A  brazier  keeps  him  thawed  out  in 
cold  weather,  since  his  duties  keep  him 
stationary  for  long  periods.  A  few 
yards  away  the  main  organisation  has 
all  the  evidence  of  big  thinking  and 
plenty  of  genuine  luxury. 

In  a  few  days  an  engineer  friend 
sets  out  on  a  long  journey  to  an 
opening  ceremony.  Viewed  propor¬ 
tionately,  it  is  a  tin-pot  extension  to  a 
large  undertaking.  So  he  is  busy 
sprucing  himself  up  as  all  the  big 
fellows  will  be  there,  and  a  lot  of  some¬ 
body’s  money  will  just  dribble  away. 
If  the  get-together  were  confined  to 
the  working  technical  executive  con¬ 
cerned  I  should  loudly  applaud,  for  I 
believe  in  people  who  work  on  schemes 
knowing  each  other. 

Should  be  guillotined 

In  this  case  a  horde  of  hangers-on 
will  present  themselves  and  be  carried 
in  the  long  run,  on  the  consumers’ 
backs.  To  me,  at  the  present  juncture, 
it  seems  as  if  hangers-on  should  ruth¬ 
lessly  be  axed. 

Switching  again,  a  week  ago  I  was 
in  a  works  which  has  over  a  hundred 
years  of  history  behind  it,  and  a  strong 
interest  in  the  motor  industry.  The 
buffetlngs  of  a  series  of  wars,  depres¬ 
sions  and  dizzy  squandermania  have 
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Still  left  this  concern  with  a  relatively 
frugal  Mmlnlstratlve  set-up. 

The  managing  director  had  his  cup 
of  tea  brought  In  by  an  office  girl.  It 
was  not  an  example  of  rare  Japanese, 
or  even  British  art.  It  came  In  with 
no  fancy  tray  or  trappings,  and  I 
drank  It  to  check  the  quality.  No 
salesman  had  been  clever  enough  to 
sell  the  firm  a  battery  of  tabulating 
machines,  and  all  the  other  outward 
signs  of  office  efficiency. 

Yet  the  firm’s  main  office  looked  neat 
and  tidy,  though  old-fashioned  In  Its 
layout.  I  doubt  a  penny  has  been 
wasted  In  glamour,  yet  the  various 
staff  I  spoke  to  appeared  to  be  bearing 
up  very  well.  The  administrative  sim¬ 
plicity  of  outlook  may  make  you  think 
the  Arm  is  standing  still.  So  let  me 
add  that  new  works  extensions  are  in 
course  of  erection. 

Still  rambling,  I  was  in  a  totally 
different  end  of  motor  engineering 
earlier  this  week.  A  garage  this  time, 
run  by  an  oldish  concern  which  prides 
itself  on  being  the  cat’s  whiskers  cmd 
up  to  the  minute.  A  shower  of  ban¬ 
ners  and  publicity  not  long  ago 
indicated  that  a  “ceremony”  was  to 


be  held.  Attended,  of  course,  by  public 
notabilities  and  television  or  film  folk. 

The  place  has  a  good  location  and 
modern  layout.  Cars  entering  are 
shepherded  into  position  in  the 
approved  manner.  White  lines  made 
me  think  I  was  back  in  the  machine 
shop.  Yet  when  called  upon  to  change 
a  wheel  on  my  car,  prior  to  effecting 
a  tube  repair,  finding  a  wheelbrace 
caused  an  effort  not  unlike  prepara¬ 
tion  for  a  polar  expedition. 

Staggered  even  me 

The  time  it  took  staggered  even  me, 
and  I’m  hardened  to  factory  searches! 
Let  me  tell  you,  too,  that  the  perform¬ 
ance  was  repeated  a  few  days  later. 

Our  Government  is  trying  to  give  the 
nation  a  lead.  It  has  tightened  the 
purse  strings  and  has  partaken  of  its 
own  medicine.  Some  sections  and 
strata  of  the  motor  industry  could 
follow  this  lead  with  advantage  to  the 
long-suffering  consumer. 

Anybody  with  eyes  in  their  head 
and  still  able  to  think  must  see  that  a 
great  deal  of  industrial  extravagance 
is  going  on.  Nothing  is  more  difficult 
to  combat  than  extravagant  thinking.
